Progreasiveness of municipalities is-not-- 
ed by the amount of ■ public improvementa 
that are installed. Nearly every village iu 
the United States, with* a 'population;;, of r - 
500 or more, have water and lighting plants: -. 
Antioch has neither. The fire last / "week,-;; 
was again one of those lucky unlacky' fires • 
that have occurred in this ■ corporation. 
Widle it was unlucky for the owner of the , 
barn, it was extremely a matter of Provi--; 
dence that the rain and wind occurred be- 
fore the fire instead of afterward; -Other- : 
wise a serious conflagration would have 
resulted. 

Then another thing. ' Why do we con- 
tinue using the old ahsolete kerosene oil... 
street lamps for illuminating (?) purposes , 
Towns otherwise less progressive -and of 
smaller population than Antioch, have loner 
since relegated them to the scrap pile; 'We 
heard several traveling men remarking on . 
the backwardness of Antioch in these re- - 
spects recently. One remarked; he" had; 
tried to get a bath. It was .so. dark ' 
he couldn't find a barber, sbop, and after 
being directed to one,, was informed that 
there wasn't a bath-tub in tb<j town. 

Mr, L. M. Williams, of Chicago, talked 
to the village Board last week, relative- to 
installibp; a combined wate works . andgas 
plant in Antioch. He advocated the use of 
acetylene gas usiae a generator, manufac- ' 
tured by the Abner Acetylene Gas Company 
of Chicago, who have installed a number .. 
of municipal lighting plants that ore now 
in succMsful operation. He quoted o num- . 
ber of towns and cities in the U, S. which 
are lighted with acetylene gas. One town 
in particular was noted because of thecoai: 
petition of electricity and natural gas with 
acetylene; This is Wabash, Ind ; ,- where 
acetylene has been used since 1893, and 
notwithstanding fierce jcom petit ion and ;

Treaty of Peace Is Signed and 
London Cheers. 



BURGHERS GIVE' UP. 
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Lord Kitchener Makes OJtclil Announce- 
ment of Tbelr Surrender. 



EiiKt Tcrmi Believed to Have B«en 
Cabled to Vrdrfoaictf but Are Not 
Givcu Out to Public— Klag £dward 
Issues a Peace Proclamation— Ilrltalri 
Makes Concession to the Vanquished

Peace In South Africa was officially 
announced by the London wnr office Sat- 
urday, The declaration followed the re- 
ceipt of a cablegram from Lord Kitch- 
ener nt Pretoria, the' former capital of 
the South' African republic, which relat- 
ed that terms of pence had been signed 
by all the representatives of the lighting 
Boers and by Lords Kitchener nnd M li- 
ner of Great Britain. 

Lord Alfred E. Mflner Is the British 
high" coiumlsslouer In South Africa and 
Lord Kitchen er Is' the commnnder-iu- 
chlcf of the British army In the field. 
The treaty which they have negotiated Is 
the Tcsult of the conferences that have 
been held since April 7, when Acting 
President Schnlk-Burger and Secretary 
of State Jteitz, for the Transvaal, and 
President Stoyn for the Orange Free 
State, began a systematic effort to ob- 
tain a plebiscite of the Boers- In arms 
'With reference to a cessation of the con- 
flict. 

Exact Terms Are Guarded. 

Whether Lord Kitchener cabled nlso 
the terms of the treaty as signed' In un- 
known to the general public in Loudon, 
It Is believed, however, that he enlight- 
ened the war office to nu extent far be- 
yond the meager announcement of pence 
which the oiliclnla condescended to make 
known. This opinion Is continued by the 
guarded dccla rat funs the officials permit 
to be whispered about In Downing street, 
These are to the effect that (irvat Brit- 
ain made numerous concessions, which, 
nit hough they destroyed the nullonul In- 
dividuality of the Boers, yet gave the

Sonic of the Concessions. 

Following arc some of . the terms that 
ore said to be contained lu the document 
that has been signed: . , 

^Bocrs nrc'to he permitted to retain 
tlieir rlflcsWto protect them against the 
Biivagcs and wild bcuBts of the veldt up- 
on, swearing allegiance to Great Britain. 
They will also be allowed, a limited 
amount of ammunition. 

Boers -arc promised autonomy within 
a brief period, 

Great Britain will rebuild the Boer 
farm houses and restock the Boer farms, 
allowing the former owners to return to 
the peaceful pursuit of agriculture, 

Boer prisoners In St. Helena, UeyJnn, 
the West Indies and other British prisons 
are to be repatriated .within a stated 
time provided they take Oho oath of alle- 
giance to the .British empire. 

Great Britain promises to make a land 
grant to those Boers who prefer to start 
anew In some other colony of the empire 
than South Africa; Boers who wish to 
migrate to another country outside the 
British domain will receive a grant, prob- 
ably in money, sufficiently large to enable 
thein to begin life over agulu. 

Britain Riots In Joy, 

King Edward Issued this proclamation 
of peace at 1 o'clock Monday morning; 
"The King has received the welcome 
news of the cessation of hostilities In 
Sou tli Africa with infinite satisfaction 
and his majesty trusts that peucc inny 
Bpccdily be followed by the restoration 
of prosperity In his new dominions,, and 
that the feelings necessarily engendered 
by war' will give place to earnest co-op- 
eration on the part of his majesty's South 
African subjects In promoting the wel- 
fare, of their common country." 

Great' Joy wob maul Tested throughout 
the United Kingdom because of the end- 
lug of the war, which has been waged In- 
cessantly nt enormous cost In money nnd 
life since Oct. 11, 1800. Nowhere Is the 
rejoicing greater than In -tho palace of 
King Edward himself.

MEMORIAL -DfVV.IS OBSERVED 
THROUGHOUT THE LAND. 



SleftDlnii Soldier* Are Given Keverent 
Homage — The President Addresses 
War Veteran* nt Arllnoton-McKln* 
ley's Tomb Covered with Flowers. 

Memorial. Day was more generally ob- 
served this year than ordinarily. 
Throughout the lam! the sleeping lieroei 
of two wars were given reverent hom- 
age. The cemeteries have never been 
more crowded with those who were eager 
to 'mark their remembrance of the, dead 
with flags and flowers ami pay. them the. 
sacred nnnual tribute of pride and grati- 
tude, 

.President Hooscvoll spoke for the new 
policies of the 'government of the "United 
States at Arlington Cemetery on Mercu- 
rial Day. While the occasion was the 
annual tribute of love to the soldier dead 
at the national cemetery, extraordinary 
Interest was shown In the President's 
speech owing to the fact that It was 
current report In the capital- ho would 
touch on Bubjccls close to the nation's 
heart, 

In this no one was disappointed, fur 
tho President apoke gravely nnd deeply 
on topics now agitating Congress and' 
tljo country, and which have everything 
to do with the future conduct' of national 
affairs. His Introductory remarks were 
almost wholly con lined to tho careers of 
Grant nnd Lincoln. From them ho pass- 
ed to an eloquent defense- »f the course 
of the army In the Philippines, a con- 
demnation of lynching, on exposition o_£. 
the rules of warfare, a declaration of tho 
government that all guilty ofTeudhtg army 
official* would be punished, nud a re- 
newed pledge to the Philippine people 
that when they slinwed tbeuiselecrf wor- 
thy of self-gtivcrninont the 'United. States' 
would be willing tu grant It -to litem. 

When the President referred to the 
"counsels of inuffifuly weakness" In con-, 
ncctfoti with the Philippine ulinntlon ft 
BCeiucd to .many n direct challenge to the 
speech of Senator Hoar delivered a few 
days before. Tho Inference was, drawn, 
apparently with reason, that the Prcsl-' 
dent hnd chosen the occasion to dcclara 
definitely his Philippine policy and to re- 
ply to the critics of the government. lie 
said: 

"Our soldiers conquer. And what la 
the object for which they conquer! To 
establish a military government? No, 
The laws we are now endeavoring to en- 
act for the govern in en t of the Philip- 
pines-are to in crease the power and do- 
main of the civil at the expense of tho 
military authorities, and lu render even 
more difficult than In the past the chance 
of oppression." 

lie added the significant senlrnce; 
"Great In the gnln to humanity which 
follows the steady though stow Introduc- 
tion of the orderly liberty, Ute law-abid- 
ing freedom of the Individual, which is 
the only sure founda tiott tipou which na- 
tlounl. Independence can be built," 

l"h a President carefutly analyzed from 
his point of view the state of mind and 
the present position of tho Filipino nnd 
what American civil rate would bring to 
hltu In the way of blessings of civilisa- 
tion. He said of the course of the army 
in'tho Orient: 

**Thi?y represrnt as high n standard of 
public service as this country has ever 
seen. They are doing a great work tor 
civilization, a great work for the honor 
of the nation and above all for (lie wel- 
fare of the Philippine Islands, 1 All hon- 
or to tlicm, and shame, thrice shame, lo 
us If we fall, to nphuld their hnuds," 

For the rules of warfare which liavs 
prevailed la the Islands the President 
says: "Tho rules of warfare which have 
been promulgated by the War Depart* 
ment and accepted as tho basis of con- 
duct by our troops in the Held are the 
rules, laid down by Abraham Lincoln 
when you, my bearers, wero fighting for 
the Union. •■•-•• *riie most destruc- 
tive of all forms of cruelty would be to 
show weakness where sternness is de- 
manded by iron need, 

"When the Filipinos hnre shown their 
capacity for real freedom by their power 
of self-government, then, and uot until 
then, will it be possible to decide whether 
they are to exist Independently of us or 
he knit to us by tics of common friend- 
ship nnd Interest, When that day y wilt 
come It is not iu human wisdom now to 
foretell." 

Matir bright and beautiful flowers won 
placed on thu tomb of the late Prcsldenl 
McKluley on Memorial Day. Some wero 
there by order of Mrs. McKluley and 
many were sent by friends lu all parti 
of the country. A large crate come froir, 
tlie White House nnd others came from 
Chicago, Pittsburg, Philadelphia and oth- 
er elllrs. Some were In the form of olah* 
orate pieces and many were arranged In 
simple gnrlnads and strands, 

Funernl exercises were conducted Vy 
tho G. A. It., beginning nt 1 o'clock. Tim 
G. A, B. post of which tho late Presi- 
dent was n member felt that if he could 
express bJj wishes he would hnre no dis- 
tinction shown hhn other than "was ac- 
corded his dead comrades, hence the'poat 
placed no special emblem on his tomb, 
only the fing of tho order and a bouquet 
such ns wn.i placed on the graves of the 
most humble. 

When the people of Havana, Cuba, 
,awol;e Friday morning ihey saw on the 
wreck of the Maine the evidence on Ilia 
part of President Pal inn, who ordered 
that the wreck, which stands ns n monu- 
ment for more than 200 brave Americans, 
be appropriately decorated to commemo- 
rate the day. American nnd Cubnn tint**, 
garlands of roses and wreaths constitut- 
ed the decorations, and memorial ser- 
vices were held In several of the Aineri- 
can eh u relies. 

The first atntiie of the martyr Presi- 
dent, McKluley, was unveiled nt Mus- 
kegon, Mich., on Memorial Day In ths 
presence of fully 10,000 persons. 'Promi- 
nent men from all ports" of the nation, 
wore guests of. honor nt the exercise/*, , 

Tho statue Is of heroic size, and is thf 
work of Charles II, Nclbaus. it stands 
on' n pedestal of granite, The whole was

Increased in the United States of Iste 
years? /That It has Increased there seems 
no doubt,/. Throughout the length and- 
breadth of the land the people arc talk- 
ing about Ijt, The housewives have taken 
up the subject, and it is entering the po- 
litical field. When house wi vos go to 
market' to buy food for the family table, 
or to the stores for dress goods and house 
^furnishings, or' the head of the house to 
the 'shops 'for tools, Implements, cutlery,' 
supplies, etc., they gain the general' idea 
that a dollar dobB not go as fur now as it 
dld'0'few ycnrs.ago. They appear to be 
right about It, -piey are not deluding 
themselves. Their claims* arc supported 
hy statistics, by the most elaborate and 
accurate complin Hon of figures ever made 
bearing on this subject. ■'- 

Fortunately we have at hand In tht 
latest report of the department of labor, 
compiled under the direction of Cot. Car- 
roll P. Wright, a clcitr presentation of 
the- facts. Just now, when the cost of 
living, the value of wages, "what you can 
buy with a- dollar" nre uihIlt such seri- 
ous discussion- throughout the country, 
these facts are both Interesting and Im- 
portant. . 

In working out his figures Col, Wright 
has UBcd what he calls a base price. This 
price Is the * average wholesale price of 
an article throughout a certain period. 
Ho has taken the ten years from 1890 
to 1809, both Iriclt-slve, -and ; called the 
average price for that 'period 100. All 
his comparisons arc made through the 
well recognized .method of index numbers 
compared with this base. Thus the range 
of prices Is brought out In a. way which 
enables everyone to sec' It at a glance. 
The reader should bear In mind , that 
these are all wholesale prices, and that 
they arc relative on tills percentage ua- 
stn, not absolute. 

The following tahle shows a summnry 
of tbe relative prices of 201 commodi- 
ties, by groups, 100 representing the av- 
erage, price for 1S004SOO:

SHORT SIGHTED POLICY 

(From our Waukegan Cormnondem.) 

A gentleman purchased a twenty-five 
commutation ticket at the window of the 
company's office at Waukeyan a few days 
since at the same time another patron step- 
ped up and called for a ticket to Chicago, 
price 31. OS. Leaving the window nt the 
same time the hitter asked, how lloes it 
happen that I am obliged to pay S1.0S for 
a ride to Chicago when you can goon your 
ticket for 47 cents? O, that's eosy— tbe 
regular nnd legal .fare is three cents. a mile 
thirty-six times three equals $1.03. You 
can buy n monthly ticket, sixty rides for 
about seventeen and a half cents per ride, 
but this ticket is not transferable. The 
stranger could see the point well enough 
but be didn't like its application. Of 
course tbe railroad comyany have a freight 
schedule kb well, which is invaribly taxed 
on all freight as per classification of the 
goods received and shipped, nnd it seems 
to be as flexible as that of the passenger 
service. Since the harbor: became useful 
to shippers by making water transporta- 
tion available. The Barry steamer was the 
carrier of nearly all the freight "in and out" 
from tliM port and Chicago.^ Last year 
owing to some cause shipments began to 
slack off, almost at a loss to the steamer. 
This year the boat has so far failed to its 
daily trips because of a lack of encourage 
ment and want of patronage. Efforts nre 
being made by interested citizen's in .peti- 
tioning to tbe city council to concede to the 
Barry Transportation company free use of 
the dock and warehouse. Ordinarily water 
transportation is very much cheaper than 
by rail, but sufficient freight and passen- 
gers o/e necessary to at least pay expenses. 
That these rates were met by rebates to 
certainjhippers, or some valuable induce- 
ment in order to retain its former patrons 
is evident from the reduced revenue 16 the 
boat line. 

Not long since the merchnnts of Ibis city 
petitioned the railrond company to with- 
draw its commutation tickets, pleading 
that they lost very much trade in conse 
quence. and no doubt they do, but so far 
that effort failed, and yet our merchants 
will patronize the railroad to tbe extent of 
driving the water transportation traffic 
away, tbus depriving Waukegan. of this 
amount oftonage which is a matter of great 
importance in securing needed government 
appropriations to maintain as well as to 
improve the harbor. Possibly too, when 
this is done the regular rates ' may be re- 
established.

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SCIENTISTS AMAZED BY UNIQUE 
PHENOMENA.

Mount Pclco Eruptions Lend t»Unei< 
Iicctcd Terrors — Kxtrcmo Danger 
Hovers Over. Island of Martinique— 
New llorrors May Break Out. 



- The, eruptions of Mount Pclee aro 
Unique In. the world's history. Prof. Hill, 
United State's, government geologist, who 
lias, returned to Fort de France from an 
extended nnil dangrrous trip to the vol- 
cano, Btated Ihnrjn Hcvernl instances the 
activity of Monnt-Feloa was prbceriifiig 
along lines unprecedented In the annals 
of science. He averred thnt extreme dan- 
ger still hovered over Martinique nod 
that In vloiv. of the extraordinary condi- 
tions- prevailing iL was impossible to 
prophesy what, thc'volcano might do next 
or when the subterranean forces might 
take new arid devastating forms. 
. Prof.! Hill gh'ei n detailed atory of his 
■ examination of the district through, which 
lie passed. Between the humlets'ot Deux 
Choux'and'Foiids St.- 'Denis the party 
entered: upon the outer t'dge of the tone 
qf ashes, Except for occasional patches 
all the country' to this point wus green. 
Upon reaching the Balzattd plantation,

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- -one mile southwest of St. Pierre, the ex- 
plorers" met the clear line of demarcation 
'. of the zone of flame and destruction, al- 
though not of annihilation. One night 
Vi-ns spent In a deserted house at Fonda 
St. Denis, from which Prof. Hill witness- 
ed and studied the volcanic eruption uf 
that night Early the next morujng 
Prof, Hill pushed on to Mount Pnrnassc, 
where several ,people .were, killed la the 
.eruption of May 8. He- encountered no 
human beluga. From 'Mount Parnasso 
the explorer proceeded to Morne Hottge, 
where he succeeded In getting a number 
of Importnnt photographs; 'Ho' found that* 
a close approach to Mount Pclee was Im- 
possible, and ns his actual position was 
dangerous he. started lack In n southerly 
•direction. 

Speaking personally of his expedition to 
Mo»r-t Pclee, Prof. Hill said: "My. at- 
tempt to examine the crater of Mount 
Pelee lias been rutlle. , I succeeded, how- 
ever, I u getting very close to' Morne 
Bouge. Monday night I witnessed, from 
n point near the ruins of St," Pierre, a 
.frightful explosion from Mount Pelee and 
noted the accompanying phenomena; 
* "While these eruptions continue no 
sane mnn should attempt to ascend to 
the crater of the volcano. Following the 
aalvos of detonations from the mountain 
gigantic mushroom-shaped 'columns uf 
smoke and cinders ascended * Into the 
clear, starlit sky and then spread In a 
■vast, black sheet to the south and di- 
rectly «ver my head. ; 

"Through" this sheet, which extended a 
distance 'of ten miles from the crater, 
■vivid and awful lightning-like bolts Hash- 
ed with nlarmtng frequency. They fol- 
lowed distinct paths of ignition, but 
were different from lightning In that the 
bolts were -horizontal' and not porpendlc- 
ulnr. 

"This Is Indisputable evidence, of the 
explosive oxidation of thi» gases after 
they left the crater. This Is a most Im- 
portant observation* and explains in part 
the awful catastrophe. This phenomenon 
* la entirely new In volcanic history. 

"I took many photographs, bnt do not 
ticsitute to acknowledge that I wns terri- 
fied. But I was not the only person ho 
frightened. Two ' newspaper correspon- 
dents' who worn, close to Morne -Rouge 
some hours before, me became scared, 
ran three miles down the mountain and 
hastened into Fort deFrn nee. 

"The people on the north end of the 

Island are terrified and arc lleelng with 

their cattle and effects. I spent Tuesday 

- night in n house nt Deux C mix with a 

crowd of 200 frightened refugees. 

"Nearly all the phenomena of these 
volcanic outbreaka are new to science, 
and many of them have not yet been ex-. 
'-*' plained.. The, volcano. Is atlll Intensely 
active and I cannot make . nny predic- 
tions as to what It will do."

PALMA TO THE CbNaRESS. 

Prcaldcotorcnba OtitHue* U1h Policy 

-' it Joi.wuiakers. 

President Palma'i first message was 
delivered .to the .Cuban Senate "Wednes- 
day. Tho 'message opens, by giving 
thnnks to the Almighty for His assist- 
ance* In carrying' out the work of obtain- 
lng Cuban iudepeudenco and nak's divine 
aid in' the establishment of. a firm dnd 
stable government.. 

"Never did a people fight with more 
perseverance," says the message, "and 
fiacrlflco more for liberty than have the 
Cubans. No people, therefore, are. more 
entitled to see their just efforts, crowned 
with success. .Together with our own 
heroism is the attitude of tho great peo- 
ple who were Impelled by their own love 
or liberty to put ' themselves on' our side 
In our tenacious fight for the 'Indepen- 
dence of fche country, Their motive .was 
"one of generous sentiment, pure and dis- 
interested in origin. 

■ "Impelled by this' sentiment, the pow- 
erful republic of the North recognizes, 
through Its IlIustriouB President, the re- 
public of Cuba. The promise formally 
mndebas been carried out.' In this mo- 
ment, when^we feel.our right aa nn .in- 
dependent natlbn, it/is impossible to sun- 
press' our gratitude to the. United Slates. 
To recognize this debt of gratitude to 
the great nation Is an act Which exalts 
us and which makes us worthy of the 
consideration and respect of the other 
nations of the world." - 

President Pnlma recommends the en- 
couragement of the agricultural Indus- 
tries. of tho island, the raising of cattle; 
the establishment of agricultural stations 
to Improve the culture of sugar cane nnd 
tobacco and tho Introduction of vurled 
agricultural Industries. 
, "While the question of reciprocity is 
still pending," the message goes on, "It, 
is Impossible to state now what measures 
should be adopted to meet the pending 
crisis. This crisis. Is due to -'the ruinous 
price of sugar caused by excess produc- 
tion of beet sugar In Europe, An liriinti- 
dtnte remedy would he the reduction of 
the "American tariff on sugar, to obtain 
which the executive will at once devote 
his efforts nnd will negotiate a treaty In 
order to obtain benefits for the -Cuban 
sugar producers," 

President Palma declares It Is tho pur- 
pose of the government to devote Its at- 
tention to education, nnd especially to 
primary schools. He says the govern- 
ment -of intervention deserves great ctedlt 
for the educational system it establish- 
ed, but that there Is a need for, still more 
schools, ns the future of tho republic de- 
pends upon education. It will be The 
duty, or tho government' to encourage the 
construction of railroads In the Island 
nnd to protect Ute capital already Invent- 
ed in railroad enterprises. 

"It is very satisfactory to us," soys 
the President, "that the republic of Cuba 
has been officially recognized by the Unit- 
ed States, Great. Britain, France, Mex- 
ico, Guatemala, Nicaragua, San Domin- 
go, Ecuador and Paraguay, and we hopo 
that other countries will nlso recognize 
our republic. Wc-annst cultivate cordial 
relations with all nations and make 
treaties -of amnesty.- and 'commerce fa- 
vorable to Cuba.* Wo must also take es- 
pecial cure that the relations between 
Cuba and. the United States be most 
friendly in order that there bo no dltlicul- 
ty.ln arranging the political nnd commer- 
cial questions which affect both countries. 

"It is also of extreme Importance that 
there should exist uninterrupted concord 
between all the people of Cuba and that 
they should resolve to preserve the Cu- 
ban nationality.*'

Belleville ^was swept by n wind, hall 
and rain storm. The wind cama^from the 
southwest, and resembled a tornado Ma 
force and deslructivehess. The roof of 
the National Hotel was lifted, and the 
upper iloor"Was flooded with rain. The 
damage to the.' hotel Is heavy. The 
streets were filled with debri3; trees wore 
blown down nnd stripped of their 
branches, windows were broken, and 
business signa hurled about, Citizens 
feared a tornado, and went into collars, 
The wind was as strong, ns on the day 
of the tornndo In St. Louis. At O/Fal- 
lon a tornado raged for. more titan an 
hour. The roof of Wachtcr'B opera house 
was blown from the 'building, ch.itsiug 
heavy damage, Several persons were 
hurt and many dwellings' unroofed. The 
Harrow mine's shafting was blown down, 
causing heavy damage to 'that property. 
A tornado of fierce proportions' passed 
through the village of Huntley, spreading 
destruction in Its path, Cornell Broth- 
ers' mammoth creamery, wns the prin- 
cipal piece of property damaged. A large 
iron smokestack was blown over, crash- 
ing through the building.

Innocent and lit Prison. 

A man now supposed to be Innocent of 
any crime Is In the Sfate prison nt -toilet 
under a iwo-yenr sentence for burglary, 
and, because the sentence was techni- 
cally, illegal, he seems likely to stay In 
prison till he dies. The prisoner Is 
Charles Neff, and his friends are urging 
the State parole board to net. Neff was 
a farm hand employed by. Charles John- 
son, living near Jollet. Johnson became 
Jealous of his employe, nnd Neff was ar- 
rested charged with several offenses; To 
save the woman's name Neff pleaded guil- 
ty of burglary, not being guilty, It is now 
believed. Judge Itllschcr sentenced him 
to two years in prison. The indeterminate 
law had just taken effect, but the judge 
overlooked this and passed sentence in 
the old form. Under the present law the 
only way-for a man to be released after 
serving a term for burglary Is by parole, 
but under the form of .the* sentence the 
bonrd has no jurisdiction and thua far 
has failed to act.
